About 1 o’clock Thursday morning, 
Htoyan Steff, a Greek and watchman 
in the glue works at the packing house 
here, was horribly and fatally stabbed 
by an unknown assassin. 

He was alone in the basement of the 
glue factory, while upstairs, on the floor 
above, an oiler was at work on the 
machinery. Attracted by the sounds 
of the awful st ruggle beneath him, this 
oiler ran down the stairs to see what 
could be the trouble. As he darted to 
Steffi's assistance he saw a medium¬ 
sized man, clad in jumper and overalls, 
scampering down the passageway 
which led out of the building to the 
railroad siding and oh toward the bus¬ 
iness center of the town. He did not 
follow the escaping man, but hastened 
to help the victim of the assassin, who 
lay groaning in agony, huddled in a 
heap in the alleyway, a horrible mass 
of bleeding wounds. 

City night watchman Geo. Kneese, 
on being notified, inunediutly went to 
the packing house. 

Steffi was carried from the basement 
to the upper floor by his fellow work¬ 
men, and in a short time Dr. 11.(5. 
Plymire arrived and gave him emer¬ 
gency treatment, later conveying him 
to a hospital in Han Mateo, where Steffi 
died at 8 o’clock, after giving a very 
meager description of his assailant. 

On examination it was found that 
Steffi was slabbed eleven times. Eight 
of these cuts were made in theface and 
neck, but the fatal ones were those in 
the breast and abdomen. 

The post-mortem,held at Met -arthy’s 
undertaking parlors in Han Mateo 
Thursday night, adduced the fact Unit 
death came through shock and hemorr¬ 
hage from these wounds, particularly 
the one where the dirk had passed 
through the right lung and stomach. 
Coroner 11. G. Plymire expressed his 
surprise that a man thus horribly | 
butchered had the vitality to live nearly 
seven hours after the assault. The in¬ 
quest will be held in Han Mateo next 
Thursday night. 

Two theories have been offiered as j 
possible explanations of the vicious 
attack on Hleffi. The dying man stated 
he believed his assailant wanted to rob 
him. • 

The other theory and the one which i 


is interesting .Sheriff Chatham and his 
deputies is that Hteffi was murdered to 
prevent him from testifying in the 
Kiprof murder trial at Redwood City 
on the 28lh of this month. Htoyan 
Steff was to have been the principal 
witness for the people in this case. He 
is alleged to have been eyewitness 
of the shooting of Peter Georgi and 
Hiero Georgi, itwo brothers, who, with 
Hteff, Kiprof and a man named Criss 
were partners in a bakery here. 

Hteffi in his dying statement insisted 
positively that his assailant was an 
American and not a Greek. 

The right man will be easily recog¬ 
nized through a badly gnawed index 
finger, bitten by his victim in the 
frenzy of that life-and-death struggle. 

Hteffi was in a dying condition when 
he reached the hospital at Han Mateo. 
1 nder treatment he rallied and became 
conscious. By the time District At¬ 
torney J. J. Bullock arrived he had re¬ 
covered sufficiently to talk rationally. 
Bullock, by a series of questions, 
brought out all that Hteffi knew of ihe 
attack upon him. 

He said that he had gone into the 
basement of the glue house to turn olfi 
the flow of water, and had but left the

THE BLM STONE, 

An Old. Legend Tells How It 
Found Its Way to Ireland. 

THE MAGIC OF KISSING IT. 


Origin of the Quaint Belief That It Im¬ 
parts to the Lips That Touch It the 

Power to Utter Honeyed, Coaxing and 

Delusive Speeches. 

The blaruey stone takes its name 
from the village of Blarney, in County 
Cork, Ireland, near which stand the 
ruins of the famous Blarney castle, 
dating back to the fifteenth century, 
and the groves of Blarney, which en¬ 
joy an equally wide reputation. A riv¬ 
ulet flowing through them bears the 
same name. The name Blarney is 
from the Irish “blairne,” a little field, 
the Gaelic form being “blair” or “blar." 
a plain. The village is four miles north¬ 
west of Cork and has a few hundred 
inhabitants. In the groves of Blarney 
stands the ruined castle, in one tower 
of which is the world famous stone, 
the kissing of which is reputed to 
endow one with the gift of coaxing, 
wheedling and flattering. . ' 

The true stone is declared to be one 
In the castle wall, a few feet below 
the summit of the tower. To reach 
and osculate it it is necessary for one 
to be held over the parapet by the 
heels. But so many persons traveling 
In the Emerald Isle desire to report 
that they have kissed the real blarney 
stone that one in the top of the wall 
is held to be sufficiently near the real 
thing for the fiction to he maintained 
that it is the true stone with all the 
powers of the original. And even to 
aged and infirm persons one near the 
castle entrance is declared to be the 
original. On the true stone, near the 
top of the tower, a half effaced in¬ 
scription reads, “Cormack McCarthy 
Fortis Me Fieri Facit. A. D. 1446.” 

Of the blarney stone Father Prout, 
the Irish poet, declared that it was the 
palladium of liberty for Erin. He de¬ 
scribes the stone and relates a number 
of legends regarding it, one that it 
was brought to the island by the 
Phoenicians, who are reputed to have 
colonized the region, and that it had 
long been in the custody of the Cartha¬ 
ginians, who from it gained the rep¬ 
utation for Insincerity which is trans¬ 
mitted in the phrase “Punic faith,” 
and that before that it belonged to tfie 
Syrians, who were credited with 
speaking with double tongues after 
kissing it. According to the story, 
some Carthaginian adventurers be¬ 
came enamored of the stone and ap¬ 
propriated it. They set sail for Minor¬ 
ca, but, being overtaken by a storm, 
were driven into the harbor of Cork 
and left the stone in that vicinity un¬ 
til it was made use of In the construc¬ 
tion of the donjon tower of Blarney 
castle. 

As to the origin of the belief in re¬ 
gard to the qualities secured by kiss¬ 
ing the stone, Crofton Croker says 
that in 1602, when the Spaniards were 
urging the Irish chieftains to harass 
the English, the owner of the castle, 
Cormack McDermod McCarthy, who 
then occupied it, concluded an armis¬ 
tice with the lord president on condi¬ 
tion of surrendering it to an English 
garrison. But lie put him off from 
day to day with specious statements, 
fair promises and false pretexts until 
the lord president became the laugh- 
1 ingstoek of the ministers of Queen 
■ Elizabeth, and the honeyed and delu¬ 
sive speeches of the lotd of the castle 
became known as mere “blarney.” 

The word found its way into litera¬ 
ture in the last century. In the “Jour- 
; nal” of Caroline Fox, which appeared 
in 1835, there is this use of the word: 
“Mine, de Stael was regretting to Lord 
Castlereagh that there was no word in 
the English language which answered 
to their ‘sentiment.’ ‘No.’ he said, 
‘there is no English word, but the 
Irish have one that corresponds exact¬ 
ly—blarney.’ ” Samuel Lover wrote 

“The blarney’s so great a deceiver” in 
one of his Irish novels. President 
James Buchanan wrote, "The general 
has yet to learn that my father’s coun- 
i try men (I have ever felt proud of my 
i descent from an Irishman), though 
they themselves do blarney others, are 
yet hard to be blarneyed themselves.” 
Washington Irving in “The Traveler” 
wrote, “So he blarneyed the landlord.” 
James Russell Lowell in “The Fable 
For Critics" says: 

The cast clothes of Europe your states¬ 
manship tries 

And mumbles again the old blarneys and 
lies. 

1 The name of the old time castle and 
town has added a noun, a verb, au 
adjective and a participle to the lan¬ 
guage. The most comprehensive defi¬ 
nition of the noun “blarney” is “ex¬ 
ceedingly complimentary language; 
flattery; smooth, wheedling talk; pleas¬ 
ing cajolery.” As to the origin of the 
word, one lexicographer quotes Grote 
I as crediting the derivation of it from 


I the pnrase "iieuing rue rnarney 
j stone,” “applied to mcrediDie stories 
told of climbing to a stone very diffi¬ 
cult of access in a castle of that name 
in the county of Cork, Ireland.” But 
he added that Dr. Jamieson derives it 
from the French “balwerne,” “a lie; 
frivolous talk,” and- defines it “gross 
flattery; unmeaning or vexatious dis¬ 
course (Low).” But the word seems 
to have outgrown this restricted mean¬ 
ing since the latter part of the eight¬ 
eenth century. Every Irishman south 
of the Liffey is popularly supposed to 
have kissed the blarney stone, and if. 
moreover, he has had a dip in the 
i Shannon he is reputed to have the req- 
I uisite amount of impudence, or what 
the natives call “civil courage.”- »-New 
York Tribune.

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GREEK FATALLY 
STABBED AT THE 
PACKING HOUSE 


EAGLES’ PICNIC 
AT TANFORAN

foot of the stairs when a man sprang 
at him from behind and jabbed him in 
the jaw with a knife. Steff said he 
grappled with his assailant, seeking to 
grasp the hand that held the knife. 
This he was unable to do, owing to the 
quick motions of the weapon wielder. 
Twice more was the keen-edged wea¬ 
pon thrust into StefT’s jaws, and then 
StefT managed to get a grip on the in¬ 
dex linger of his assailant’s right 
hand. He said he crunched it to the 
bone, but the man tore it loose, and 
then proceeded to stab Steff viciously 
in the body and lower limbs. Blinded 
by the blood that welled out of the 
wounds in his face, Steff was practical¬ 
ly at the mercy of the murderer. Un¬ 
der the shower of stabs he finally went 
down and remembered no more. 

Asked to as whether he could identify 
his assailant, Steffi, who by this time 
was growing perceptibly weaker, shook 
his head and said no. Rallying slight¬ 
ly again, he said the man who attacked 
him was tall and dark and had a 
smooth-shaven face. He could not say 
that he had seen him around the place 
before. 

District Attorney Bullock, whenseen 
at his home in San Mateo Thursday 
night, gave the above details andstated 
that it was but ten days ago that he 
had allowed Steffi his liberty, after 
holding him for two weeks as the 
principal witness in the shooting affiray 
here.

SCHNITZ UND KLASE. 


treat the Gods Missed, but Procurable 
In the Mohawk Valley. 

Something in the line of good things* 
to eat the gods never had; consequently 
the gods missed a great treat. And. 
by the way, friend, have you ever 
hooked up to a dish of schuitz und 
klase? 

No? Thought so. Few have in these 
times, and those who have been so 
fortunate have just cause to recall a 
delicious morsel time can never erase 
from the tablets of memory. 

You can order schuitz und klase until 
you faint, famished, awaiting it. You 
will never get it in any public eating 
place. It isn't on the bill of fare and 
never will be. 

The up to date chef would give you 
the laugh If you asked him to concoct 
It for you. Ten chances to one he’d not 
understand what schuitz und klase 
could possibly mean. Few know, but 
those who do know it know it well. 

A good big ham bone is the central 
portion, light dumplings and dried ap¬ 
ples. Anything else would spoil it. 

The ham bone gives the dish a 
smoky flavor, the dumplings give it 
body, and the dried apples give It color 
and tartness as well as sauce. 

Put the hum bone iu cold water and 
opeu the flues and let the pot boil. 
While the pot is getting into good and 
ready shape make your dumplings, and 
make them as light as possible. 

Put the dried apples in" a separate 
dish and stew them down to a nicety. 
When the pot with the ham bone bub¬ 
bles and froths drop in the dumplings 
one by one. No; you do not stir ths 
contents of the pot. That would spoil 
the consistency of the dumplings and 
make a mess. 

Any one who has watched a pot boll 
knows when dumplings are done to a 
dot 

Take a deep platter, fish out the 
dumplings carefully with a drain spoon 
and place them about the ham bone in 
the center of the platter. Looks dry, 
but when you pour over all the dried 
apples and their nice sauce — wow! 

That's schuitz und klase as you may 
have had It years ago when living 
with a German family in the Mohawk 
valley.

THE WEST POINT RIOT. 

* 

It Happened During the Cadetship of 
Jefferson Davis. 

Closely connected with Benny Ha¬ 
vens' was tlie great cadet riot of Christ¬ 
mas, 1820. in the middle of Jefferson 
Davis’ third year. Before Christmas it 
was rumored through the barracks 
I that Davis and other southern and 
southwestern cadets were going to ex¬ 
plain to the other members of the 
corps the mysteries of eggnog. Cadets 
Davie, Tilghman and Temple were to 
got the necessaries from Benny’s, but 
it seems that something prevented, and 
others had to get the materials. The 
authorities were suspicious and or¬ 
dered the insilectors to stay up all 
night to keep order This angered the 
cadets, and the preparations for the 
eggnog went on. In the dark of the 
morning of Dec. 25 the invitations 
were sent out. Uobert E. Lee and Jo¬ 
seph E. Johnston declined. J. B. Ma- 
gruder, Drayton. C. .1 Wright and oth¬ 
ers accepted. Davis was extending the 
Invitations when he heard a rumor that 
Captain Hitchcock was abroad. He 
I ran back to No. 5 north barracks, 
i where the refreshments were collected, 
called out. “Put away that grog, boys; 
old Hitch is coming." and looked up to 
And that Hitchcock was already >n the 
room. Davis was sent to his quarters 
under arrest, fortunately for him. for 
after some hilarious noise he went to 
i sleep and did not get into the riot 
which then began. The instructors 
I and officers were chased out of the 
| halls into their own rooms and there 
I besieged. The cadets obtained arms 
and organized the Helvetian league to 
protect themselves against the bom¬ 
bardiers, tvho. they heard, were or¬ 
dered out to subdue them. Davis’ room¬ 
mate, Walter B. Or.ion of Mississippi, 
was the leader of the Helvetians. He 
secured a pistol anil tried to shoot 
Captain Hitchcock. Some of the offi¬ 
cers were badly bruised with stove 
wood that the cadets threw at them. 
After an hour or two the riot wore 
out. Later nineteen cadets, among 
them Guion. were court martialed and 
dismissed. Davis, with others, was 
kept long under arrest and given de¬ 
merits.—Professor W. L. Fleming In 
Metropolitan Magazine. 


NEW ENGLAND WITCHES. 


A Small Record Compared With That 
of Other Countries. 

Yankees have so long and so loudly 
confessed their ancestral sins that the 
facts in the case are little known. So 
much Is said about Salem that the exe¬ 
cution of witches in Pennsylvania is 
overlooked. The scant score of persons 
hanged for witchcraft in New England 
causes more comment than the many 
thousands legally burned for that 
crime in Europe. 

In all New England, according to 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, nineteen per¬ 
sons were executed as witches. One 
more was accused of the crime and 
for refusal to’plead was pressed to 
death, after the custom of the day. 

The facts concerning the widespread 
belief in witchcraft and the enormous 
number of witches killed may be 
found iu any encyclopedia. Haydn’s 
Dictionary of Dates says: “More 
than 100.000 perished, mostly by the 
flames, in Germany.” Chambers’ En¬ 
cyclopedia says: “In England and Scot¬ 
land the witch mania was somewhat 
later In setting in than on the conti¬ 
nent, but when it did so it was little 
if at all less virulent, the reformation 
notwithstanding.” “The number of 
victims in Scotland from first to last 
has been estimated at upward of 
4 . 000 .” Dr. Spreuger in his “Life of 
Mohammed" computes the entire num¬ 
ber of persons who have been burned 
as witches during the Christian epoch 
at 9.000.000. 

Witchcraft persecutions in New Eng¬ 
land took place in 1002. They were all 
done in six months. In England they 
continued till well into the next cen¬ 
tury. In ISOd a reputed wizard was 
drowned in a pond at Iledingham, in 
Essex. Says Chambers. "It was con¬ 
sidered worthy of notice that nearly 
all the sixty or seventy persons con- 
| cerned in the outrage were of the small 
tradesmen class, none of the agricul¬ 
tural laborers being mixed up in the 
! affair.”—Springfield Republican.

Odd Events That at Times De¬ 
moralize Veterans. 


HORRORS INCIDENT TO WAR. 


Two Terrifying Episodes That Oc¬ 
curred During the Franco-Prussian 

Campaign—Madness May Seize Even 

the Most Hardened Troops. 

It is a peculiar circumstance that 
hardened and trained troops will go 
through a long fight surrounded by 
all the horrors that are inseparable 
from war without flinching and with 
the utmost apparent callousness and 
the same men will be struck terrified 
by a single trifling incident. 

Every war of any importance, par¬ 
ticularly wars between civilized na¬ 
tions, is prolific in incidents of trivial 
character in themselves, but so un¬ 
usual and unnatural that they appeal 
to the natural instinctive horror of 
men more suddenly and intensely than 
perhaps the main terrors of days of 
carnage. Such an incident is the one, 
for example, which occurred at the 
battle of Worth, in the early days of 
the Franco-Prussian war. 

In the heat of the great battle a 
wing of the Prussian army was charg¬ 
ed by the regiments of French cuiras¬ 
siers in the hope of turning the wing 
and facilitating the falling back of the 
French infantry. But the cuirassiers 
were driven back by the unflinching 
Prussians. Again the cuirassiers 
charged, and again they were driven 
back by the withering tire. 

For a third time they came down 
again, and as the enemy waited for 
them to draw nearer a horrible, blood 
freezing terror seized the Prussians, 
and for the moment it looked as If 
they would turn and fly or be cut 
down without defending themselves. 
But in a moment they bad pulled 
themselves together and beaten back 
for the third and last time the gallant 
cuirassiers. 

The sight that terrified the Prussians 
appears nothing very much in black 
and white. It was a regiment of cui¬ 
rassiers led at a dashing rate toward 
them by a headless officer sitting up¬ 
right in his saddle and apparently en¬ 
couraging his men. It was no less 
a person than Futzum de Lascarre of 
the Third regiment of cuirassiers, 
whose head had been carried com¬ 
pletely oflT his shoulders as the troop 
broke into the third desperate charge 
by a cannon ball, which also took off 
another officer’s hand and cut the 
bugler in two. 

It is remarkable and singular that at 
the battle of Forbach, which took 
place the same day as Worth, a very 
similar incident occurred and did more 
to shake the nerves of the Germans 
than hours of roaring cannon and 
fighting had done. 

While a regiment of Prussian infan¬ 
try were standing in reserve watching 
the fight as well as they could from 
their position of shelter a charger be¬ 
longing to a French dragoon regiment, 
one which was practically destroyed in 
the battle, galloped right into the midst 
of the men, who rushed to arrest it 
and Immediately fell back in alarm, 
for swinging to the bridle was the 
whole left arm of the charger’s rider, 
the fingers of the hand firmly grasping 
the reins. The arm appeared to have 
been severed a few inches below the 
shoulder and was certainly that of an 
officer, but who the officer was has 
never been satisfactorily established. 

So moved were the hardened men of 
battle at the horrible sight that no one ! 
would touch the horse, and the animal i 
was allowed to gallop off to be killed a i 
few minutes later in crossing before j 
some Prussian guns. Thrilling as the ! 
incident was, many of the brave fel¬ 
lows who witnessed it declared that 
their first, almost irresistible. Impulse 
was to throw down their arms and 
bolt. Yet it was with the help of just 
such men that General von Goben i 
routed the French that memorable day 
in August, 1S70. 

It is a well known fact that the j 
finest and bravest troops the world can j 
produce have no immunity from that 
strange and mysterious madness known, 
to military history as “war panic.” A 
heavy war. frequent sanguinary en¬ 
gagements, night marches and sur¬ 
prises sometimes play havoc with sol- ! 
diers’ nervous systems and render 
them more like high spirited colts than 
men who have taken the field prepared 
to suffer immeasurable horrors and 
take death cheerfully. 

During the peninsular war two Brit¬ 
ish regiments, the very pick of the 
army and seasoned veterans, were 
marching along In good order when a 
rumor ran down the lines that the ene¬ 
my was at hand. The next moment 
the line of orderly soldiers was changed 
Into an elongated mob of armed men 
throwing away arms, baggage and all 
they carried, running away In every 
direction, blind terror in their hearts, 
their faces blanched and their ears 


their officers. 

For the moment they knew but one 
sentiment, one emotion, a sudden, pas¬ 
sionate, blind terror, and they fled 
without thinking whether they were 
running into the arms of the thing 
they dreaded or not. It was a terror 
that was madness, and only its mad¬ 
ness redeems it from dishonor. If 
anything were necessary to demon¬ 
strate the unnaturalness of the panic 
it would be done by the grand fact that 
the moment it became known thatjhe 
enemy was really at hand the men in¬ 
stantly fell in and showed the utmost 
eagerness to attack. 

Such war panics are mysteries. 
Even tie most experienced military of¬ 
ficer cannot satisfactorily explain ttiexa. 

Bounced Through. 

Sergeant Wilkins once defended a 
breach of promise case for a singular¬ 
ly ugly little man, which case he told 
the defendant, after reading his brief, 
must be “bounced” through. And the 
sergeant did bounce it through. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,” he said at 
the close of a most eloquent speech, 
“you’ve heard the evidence for the 
plaintiff, and, gentlemen of the jury, 
you have admired that most bewitch¬ 
ing lady, the plaintiff herself. Gen¬ 
tlemen, do you believe that this en¬ 
chanting, this fascinating, this capti¬ 
vating, this accomplished lady would 
for one moment favor the advances or 
listen with anything save scorn and 
indignation to the amorous protesta¬ 
tions of the wretched and repulsive 
homunculus, the deformed and degrad¬ 
ed defendant?” 

His client looked up from the well 
of the court and piteously murmured: 

“Mr. Sergeant Wilkins! Oh, Mr. Ser¬ 
geant Wilkins!” 

“Silence, sir!" replied the sergeant in 
a wrathful undertone. “Gentlemen,” 
he continued, bringing his fist heavily 
down on the desk before him, “do yon 
think that this lovely lady, this fair 
and smiling creature, would ever have 
permitted an offer of marriage to be 
made to her by this miserable atom 
of humanity, this stunted creature, 
who would have to stand on a sheet of 
note paper to look over twopence?”

OCEAN SHORE RAILWAY 
CONTRACTS LET 


Contracts were let last week for the 
completion of the grading of the Oce’an 
Shore Railway over the stretch of 87 
miles between Granada and Scott’s 
Creek. 

Fifty percent of this grading had been 
done up to the time the earthquake 
and fire brought about conditions 
which put a quietus on all construc¬ 
tion work. 

The road has been in operation for 
some time between San Francisco and 
Half Moon Bay and between Santa 
Cruz and Scott’s Creek and the rolling 
stock equipment taxed to its full 
capacity. 

The completion of the road into Santa 
Cruz will open up one of the most 
beautiful scenic routes on the globe, 
covering the entire distance of 79 miles 
within full view of the sea. 

The construction work will be done 
by the Ransome Construction Co., 
Lilly and Heins of Santa Cruz and the 
Humboldt Contracting Company.
